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One of the most terrible tragedies 
•that we have ever been called upon to 
recprd was that enacted at the George 
Vpgel home, at Solon Mills, Monday 
V Evening. when his little grandson wa9 
> crushed to death by a pet bear, and'the 
-child's mother seriously injured in try- 
ing to rescue her offspring. 

While hunting in the wooda'of north- 
ern Wisconsin about th'reo years ago 
Mr. "Vogel come upon and captured a 
small bear cub which he brough back 
home. In a short time the animal be- 
came quite tame and altnough he grew 
• ^ to be a 1 husky fellow he was. a trusted 
pet until a few months ago when he 
began to show a tendency, toward vie- 
. iousnesa. although in no marked degree, 
but eyen then no alnrm was felt as to 
the safety, of the family. The subject 
<>f disposing of the pet had often been 
discussed but the matter was delayed a 
little tod long. 

Last Monday eveuing, Mrs. Wm. 
. Brennon, the only daughter of Mr. and

meal, little James, the five years 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Brennon slid 
ay from the table and left the house, 
st what tradspired in the next few 
omenta is not known, but in about 
.ve minutes from the time the child 
eft the house the hired man was heard 
to shout "the bear has killed little 
James." Quick as a flash the mother 
ran to the bain and there beheld the 
lifeless, mutilated form of her little 
one in the clutches of the animal which 
*aa then in the act of devouring the 
body. The mother without thought 
of danger hurled herself at the animal 
and endeavored to wrest the child from 
its grasp. Whereupon the beast drop- 
ped the body of the child and in fury 
turned upon Mrs. Brennon, sinking its 
claws and teeth into her body again 
and again. The family almost para- 
lyzed by the suddenness of it all were 
unable to beat off the animal until a 
neighbor, who had been attracted by the 
screams, hurled a stone and succeeded 
in stunning it. Kindly hands pulled 
the injured ones, out of danger of furth- 
er atttct and a well aimed shot soon 
dispatched the infuriated beast. 

The torn and bleeding form of the 
child was carried to the house and 
under stress of the excitement, Mm. 
'^Brennon walked to the house and then 
collapsed. Her injuries are of so seri- 
ous a nature that she is now under the 
care of a trained nurse and grave fears 
for recovery are entertained. 

The funeral of the child was held at 
the Vogel home Wednesday afternoon 
at two o'clock. 

Geo. Vogel, veteran auctioneer, horse 
owner and horse trainer is known in 
every part or Lake and McHtnry coun 
ties and his large number of 
'.sincerely sympathise with the family 
in this great tragedy that has entered part, 
their home.

AugUBt 17, 1918 
Dear Mother: — 

Received your letter with the paper 
inclosed, so will try and drop a line on 
the same paper not because we haven't 
paper but because it will seem good to 
write on paper sent from home again, 
The reason I have not written before 
is because I have been too busy for 
one thing and another is I can not get 
my head down to write and then there 
is so little .that we are allowed to write 
We are still at this same camp, am sure 
working night and day never through,- 
and when you get a little time you are 
so nearjy all in all you can do is to sleep, 
the weather is very warm and plenty 
of flies. Can you imagine with no ice 
of any kind our meat is spoiled half of 
the time when it gets here but never- 
theless we are eating white bread now 
it looks like angel food cake to us and 
is valued very high. I am o. k. except 
I have the hives, I am running three 
wagons from the mill with lumber haul- 
ing on to auto trucks and if there is no 
autos handy piling it into piles keeps 
me on the jump from about 5 in the 
morning until sometimes 7 at night. 

The mill is nutting out 15,000 feet of 
lumber a day so you can see it takes 
some logs and some work all the way 
around. This crew is ahead this month 
in this district. We figure on getting 
finished here the middle of September 
and then I guess this company re-or- 
ganizes and we are go to the front 
doing the same work, everybody is 
anxious to go as the monotony here is 
terrible, think of it about 8 months 
working every day gets on your nerves. 
What do you know about It. I got "a 
letter from Red Drury the other day 
he is . up around the Swiss border, I 
guess, he says he has been on a 7-day 
furlough and had some time. He says 
Brown is up in that direction, he sees 
once in a while. We all are entitled to 
a seven day leave after we have been 
here six months, but we are all so 
anxious to get through here and get up 
where the show is that we don't take 
no leave at all. I guess the papers 
look good to you folks, now don't they? 
The Germans or Boscha are going to be 
a thing of the past pretty soon. Some 
of the fellows are thinking of being 
home Xmas, but I don't expect tohard- 
ly but a year from then we will all be 
home. There sure is some Americans 
in France, every where you go there is 
American soldiers also every other 
nationality imaginable. 1 received 
your papers the other day, sure was 
glad to see them. I have received a 
lot oL letters from people out home 
but it seemB impossible to answer. I 
am lucky if I can get a letter written 
to you folks once a month and if you 
don't happen to hear from me as soon 
as you expected don't worry because I 
am in no danger whatsoever. I have a 
few photos here I will send some to you 
so you can see 1 am all together an 
o. k. I will have some more taken soon 
as I get a chance as 1 support a gold 
service stripe on my left arm, showing 
6 months service, it won't be so long 
betore I will have another, juBt think I 
have been over here quite a while now 
and haven't got the Kaisers scalp yet. 
I guess I am a poor shot, ha. Say if 
you hear of any of the bovs addresses 
send them to me and maybe I will run 
across them sometime. 

Well September I will draw a little 
more dough I expect, as I will have a 
$50 Liberty bond paid then and that will 
mean I get the $5 I was paying on that 
which will be equal to about 28 Francs. 
I hear that, the first of October they 
start holding all of our money back on 
us except $7.50 per month. 

Well I must close, I hope all thekidos 
are well and say hello for me to all.

Stated Terms of the 

United States. 



PRESIDENT IS OPPOSED 

TO SECRET CONFERENCE 

Nation's Chief Executive Makea Quick 
Reply to Hun Proposal— Answers 
for All the Allied Nations— America 
Determined to Prosecute War to 
Victory and Will Refuse Any Half- 
way Compromise With the Enemy. 

WILSON REJECTS PEACE OFFER. 

Washington, Sept 18 Secretary 

Lansing • Issued the following state- 
ment: »| am authorized by the presl- 
dent to state that the following will be 
the reply of this government to the 
Austro-Hungarlan note proposing an 
unofficial conference of belligerents: 

"The government of the United 
States feels that there is only one re- 
ply which It can make to the sugges- 
tion of the Imperial Austro-Hungarlan 
government. It has repeatedly and 
with entire candor stated the terms 
upon which the United States will con- 
elder peace and can and will entertain 
no proposal for a conference upon a 
matter concerning which It has made 
Its position and purpose so plain." 



V ashlngton. Sept. 18.-P resident 
Wilson rejected, categorically and un- 
equivocally, the Invitation of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan government to a secret 
conference for a discussion of terms 
of peace.

The United States thus makes 
Known its determination to prosecute 
the war to victory and to refuse anv 
halfway compromise with Potsdam, 
uiien the Germans surrender thev can 
have peace on terms that will 'safe- 
guard the world from the menace of 
Prussian mllltnrlsm. It Is not doubt- 
ed thnt the allies will echo Mr. Wil- 
son's declaration. 

The President's Terms. . 
These terms, referred to In the replv 
dictated to the Austrian note, were 
clearly set out In President Wilson's 
I'ourth of July speech nt Mount Ver- 
non, as follows: 

"I. The destruction of overv arbi- 
trary power anywhere that can scpa- 
rately secretly and of Its single choice 
disturb the peace of the world; or. If 
t cannot be presently destroved. at 
least Its reduction to virtual Impo- 
tence. 

"2. The settlement of every question 
^vhether of territory, of sovereign, of 
economic arrangement of political re- 
lationship, upon the basis of the free 
acceptance of that settlement bv the 
people Immediately concerned and not 
upon the basis of the material Interest 
m- advantnge of any other nation or 
Poople which may desire a different 
settlement for the sake of Its own ex-' 
tcrlor Influence or mastery. 

".1. The consent of all nations to be 
governed In their conduct toward each 
other by the Ramo principles of honor 
nnd of rt , spwt for tJ(0 common lnv - of 

civil zed society that govern the In- 
dividual eltlzens of all modern states 

n their relations with one another: to 
the end that nil promises and cove- 
nants may be sacredly observed, no 
private plots or conspiracy hatched, no 
solflsh Injuries wrought with lmpunltv 
nnd a mutual trust established upon 
the handsome foundation of a mutual 
respect for right.

Pointing out the duty of employers 
of labor In assuming a proper sham

Such 
deferments may assist the Immediate 
situation In the particular establish- 
meat ; but they merely force the army 
and the navy to seek elsewhere for the 
Mime number of men thus deferred. 
■The quantitative needs of the 
military forces are known and Im- 
perative; nnd any given quantity of 
deferments will ultimately have to ho 
made up by the depletion of some 
other occupation. Thus It becomes 
the employer's duty to consider these 
aspects of deferment, In seeking that 
solution of his own problem which best 
comports with the natlonnl Interest. 
The keynote of purpose for nil of 
us ought to be. and I am sure will be, 
that wise and profoundly significant 
phrase In the net of congress under 
which we operate, "the maintenance 
of the military establishment or tho 
.effective operation ,of the military 
forces or the maintenance of natlonnl 
Interest during the emergency.

Letters from Lyle Van- 
Duzer at Camp; Grant, and

Following is a letter received by Mrs 
J. W. Van Duzer from her eon Lyle at 
Camp Grant. - 
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The order of the Pulp and Paper 
, ' -section of the War .Industries. Board, 
-which wus issued August 21, to the 
country weekly newpapers accomplishes 
-for the publishers of these papers just 
•what they have wished to accomplish 
lor years. 

The order makes it necessary for each 

-publisher to put hia paper on a paid in 

advance basis, to cut out the deadheads 

-nhat have preyed upon him for years, 

. 'and it is now possible under the rules of 

the board, for each publisher to put his 

•paper on a better and profitable basis 

ahari many papers have ever been before. 

The War Industries Board is asking 

for an average reduction of 15 per cent 

of the tonnage used by the country 

weekly press.. 

This average reduction is to be se- 
cured by the enforcement of wasteful 
practice rule?, and the adoption of 
these rules by the newspapers will be 
of great value to every one of them. 
The board has recognized the eight- 
page paper as a minimum in size, and 
does not ask that any publisher of a 
paper of this or smaller size, make any 
reduction in size, but that, such news 
papers must cut out all 'unpaid for 
circuraton, and stop all other forms of 
•waste. 

Questionnaires will go to all publish- 
ers of couutry weekly newspapers at 
once, and tHese must be filled out, 
-.. a jy? rn l0 » and returned to the pulp and 
•"-^ap^er section of the War industries at 
once>,vA second questionnaire will be 
sent to publishers on Nov. 2, which 
muBt 6e filled' out; sworn to, and re- 
turned at that time. 

There are fifteen rules to be observed 
by the publishers of weekly papers, the 
most important are as follows: 
Section 1 of the rules specifies the 
. grade and weight of paper to be used 
by weekly papers and other publica- 
tions. 

Section 2 reads' No publisher may 
continue subscriptions more than three 
months after date of expiration, unless 
subscriptions are renewed and paid for. 

3. No publisher may give free copies 
•of l>is paper, except for actual services 
rendered; except to camp libraries, and 
huts or canteens of organizations; ex- 

.cept to the library of congress, and to 
other libraries which shall aeree to bind 
for permanent keeping; except to gov- 
ernmental departmental libraries which 
use such publications in their work. 

4. No publisher shall give free cop- 



ies to advertisers; except not more than | must live up to th 



one copy each for checking purposes. 

G. No publisher shall, print extra 
copies for stimulating advertising or 
subscriptions, or for any use other than 
those specified in these regulations, ex- 
cept not to exceed one per cent of his 
circulation with a minimum of ten cop- 
ies. 

' 7. No publisher shall send free cop- 
ies in exchange for other publications, 
except to such other publications as are 
printed within the county, or within a 
radius of forty miles from his point of 
publication. 

8. No publisher shall sell his publi- 
cation at an exceedingly low or nominal 
subscription price. 

9. No publisher shall sell his publi- 
cation to.-'nnyono below tho published 
subscription price. 

10. No publisher shall offer 'premi- 
ums with his publication unless d price 
is put on the premium for sp.leseperote- 
ly and the combined' price is at least 
75 per cent of the sum of the individual 
priee v sV»» •» 

11. No publisher shall conduct voting 
or other contests for the purpose of ob- 
taining subscriptions. Subscriptions 
obtained in this way shall not be. con- 
sidered bonafied subscriptions. 

12. No publisher shall issue holiday, 
industrial or other special edition^ 

A sworn statement will be 'required 
from each publisher on November first 
as to how many of- these rules have 
been put into effect by him, and what 
results in the matter of reducing paper 
consumption have been obtained. • 

In order that "The New B " may com- 
ply with these rules, all subscribers ere 
asked to lend their assistance, especial- 
ly by the payment oMheir subscription 
in advance, as will be noted in Rule 2, 
all subscriptions must be discontinued 
os soon as they are three months in arr 
rears. A prompt settlement of sub- 
scription accounts will be much appre- 
ciated.

Camp Grant 
August 27, 1918 
Dear Mother: — 

I received th? box you sent me for 
which I thank you very much; I hope 
I never willhave another as lonesome 
a birthday as this one was. I am now 
acting corporal and on my birthday I 
had a detail. of 27 men working in the 
kitchen and mess hall, we fed 346 men 
3 .times that day. How would threshers 
compare with this? I suppose you ore 
all through' threshing. I certainly got 
Borne fine jobs here, Sunday I had spok- 
en for a pass to go to Rock ford instead 
of getting it I was put on guard as 
prisoner chaser. Sunday night and 
Monday got about an hour sleep. Sun- 
day night laying out under an apple 
tree in an orchard out * on a farm, of 
course it is in the camp, there are sev- 
eral farm buildings and most are being 
used for some purpose. This camp 
isn't very small there is only 6,400 
acres in it and they are preparing to 
handle, a third more soldiers. 

We have 150 German prisoners here 
which were taken off U-boats. I wish 
you could see them, I see them every 
day, they always keep real clean. 

Well I have been in this develop- 
ment battalion three weeks and I sure 
want a change. I have been examined 
and put in Class B , but don't know 
what they will do with me and it may 
be along time before Ifindoutasorders 
come from Washington. Have tried 
seyeral times to get a talk with our 
officer but he has about 7000 unfits to 
take off so has almost as much to do as 
tho ordinary farmer, only this officer 
works 24 hours out of 24. He knows 
what this war is so does all in his power. 
I saw several hundred new drafted 
men come into camp today and there 
will be about 50,000 new ones here next 
month. 

I haVe moved 4 times since I came 
here, that is from one barrucks to an- 
other, fine business, roil up your tick, 
blankets nnd bag and away we go to 
another barracks. 

".The sand and dust storms we • have 
here is terrible, whenever the wind 
blows It" is impossible to see 15 feet. 

Say I met Russel Harden here, he is 
in the infantry, he came up and spoke 
to me,. I never would have known him, 
I. haven't seen him since and don't k 
which barracks he is in.

Garfield to Cut Gasoline 

Prices to Consumers 

Fuel Administrator Garfield announc- 
ed Wednesday that he expects soon to 
fixu price for gasoline for domestic con- 
sumers, as well as to the government 
and to the allies, ut a figure lower than 
the present market price. 

This announenjent wad made soon 
after the senate adopted a resolution 
offered by Senator Lodge of Massachus- 
etts, calling upon the fuel adminisrra- 
tion for data bearing upon the gasoline 
situation. 

There was no debate over the reso- 
lution, nor any statement to show what 
its purpose might be, aside from the 
information contained in the text. It 
is understood, however, that the in- 
formation called for is desired because 
of a growing suspicion on the part of 
some senators that the "gasoline-less 
Sundays" are not necessary and create 
the impression of a shortage, thus 
justifying high prices. 

Assertions have been made frequent- 
ly that the Standard Oil company exerts 
too much influence in the oil division of 
the fuel administration. Coupled with 
these assertions is the statemennt of 
the federal trade commission that there 
is no shortage of gasoline. It is also 
reported that Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field personally did not favor the "gas- 
oline less Sunday'' »plan.

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Five Days In an Empty House. 

I The five days I spent in that house 

|eemed to me like five years. During 

all that time I had very little to eat— 

•less In fact than I had been getting in 

£the fields. I did not feel it so bad, per- 

papa, because of the fact that I was no 

[longer exposed to the other privations 

"which before had combined to make 

my condition so wretched. I now had a 

good place to sleep, at any rate, and I 

did not wake every half hour or so as 

I had beea accustomed to do In the 

fields and woods, and, of course, my 

hunger was not aggravated by the 

physical exertions which had been 

necessary before. 

Nevertheless, perhaps because I had 
more time now, to think of the hunger- 
pains which were gnawing at me- all 
the time, I don't believe I was ever so 
miserable as I was at that period of 
my adventure. I felt so mean towards 
the world I would have committed 
murder, I think, with very little prov- 
ocation. 

German soldiers were passing the 
house at all hours of the day. v I 
watched them hour after hour from the 
keyhole of the door — to have shown 
myself at the window was out of the 
question because the housp In which 
I was concealed was supposed to-be 
untenanted. 

Because of the fact that I was un- 
able to spenk either Flemish or Ger- 
man I could not go out and buy food, 
ulthough I still had the money with

which to do it. That was one of the 
things that galled one — the thought 
that I had ~the wherewithal In my 
jeans to buy all the food I needed and 
yet no way of getting It without en- 
dangering my liberty and life. 

At night, however, ufter It was dark, 
I would steal quietly out of the house 
to see what I could pick up In the way 
of food. By that time, of course, the 
stores were closed, hut I scoured the 
streets, the ulleys and the byways for 
scraps of food and occasionally got up 
courage enough to appeal to Belgian 
peasants whom I met on the streets, 
and In that way I managed to keep 
body and soul together. 

It was quite apparent to me, how- 
ever, that I was worse off In the city 
than I had been in the fields, and I 
decided to get out of that house just 
as soon ns I knew definitely that Huy- 
llger had made up his mind to do noth- 
ing further for me. 

When I was not at the keyhole of the 
door I spent most of my day on the top 
floor In a room which looked out on the 
street. By keeping well away from the 
window I could see much of what was 
going on without being seen myself. 
In my restlessness, I used to walk back 
and forth in that room and I kept It up 
■oconstantly that I believe I must have 
worn a path In the floor. It was nine 
steps from one wall to the other, and 
as I had little else to amuse me I fig- 
ured out one day after I had been 
, pacing up and down for several hours 
just how much distance I would have 
covered on my way to' Holland If my 
footsteps had been taken in that direc- 
tion Instead of just up and down that 
old room. I was very much surprised 
to find that In three hours I crossed 
the room, no less than 5,000 times and 
the. distance covered was between nine 
and ten miles. It was not very grati- 
fying to realize that after walking all 
that distance I wasn't a step nearer my 
goal than when I started, but I had to 
do something while waiting for Huy- 
llger to help me, and pacing up and 
down was a natural outlet for my 
restlessness. . 

While looking out of the top floor 
window one*dny, I noticed a cat on a 
window ledge of the house across the 
street I had a nice piece of a broken 



mirror which I had picked up in the 
house and I used it to amuse myself 
for an hour .at a time shining It In the 
cat's eyes across the street At first 
the animal was annoyed by the reflec- 
tion and would move away, only to 
come back a few-moments later. By 
and by, however, It seemed to get 
used to the glare and wouldn't budge 
no matter how strong the sunlight was. 
PInyIng with the cat In this way got 
me Into the habit of watching her 
comings and goings and wns Indi- 
rectly the means of my getting food a 
day or two later— at a time when I 
was so famished that I was ready to 
do almost anything to appease my 
hunger. 

It was about 7 o'clock In the even- 
ing. I was expecting Huyllgerat 8, 
but I hadn't the slightest hope that he 
would bring me food, ns he had told 
me that he wouldn't take the risk of 
having food in his possession when 
calling on me. I was standing at the 
window In such a way that I could 
see what was going on In the street 
without being observed by those who 
passed by, when I noticed my friend, 
the cat, coming down the steps of the 
opposite house with something In his 
mouth. Without considering the risks 
I ran, I opened the front door, ran 
down the steps and across the street, 
and pounced on that cat before It could 
get away with Its supper, for that, as 
I had imagined, was what I had seen 
in Its mouth. It turned out to be a 
piece of stewed rabbit, which I confis- 
cated eagerly and took back with me 
to the house. 

Perhaps I felt a little sorry for the 
cat, but I certainly , had no qualms 
about eating the animal's dinner. I 
was much too hungry to dwell upon 
niceties, nnd a piece of stewed rabbit 
wns certainly too good for a cat to eat 
when a man was starving. I ate nnd 
enjoyed it and the incident suggested 
to me a way In which I might possibly 
obtain food again when all other ave- 
nues failed. 

From my place of concealment I f re- 
qently saw huge carts being pushed 
through the streets gathering potato 
peelings, refuse of cnbbage and similar 
food remnants, which, In America, are 
considered garbage and destroyed. In 
Belgium they were using this "gar- 
bage" to make their bread out of, and 
while the Idea may sound revolting to 
us, the fact Is that the Germans have 
brought these things down to such a 
science that the Ixread thoy make this 
way Is really very good to eat. I know 
It would have been like cake to me 
when I wns in need of food ; Indeed I 
would have eaten the "garbage" di- 
rect, let alone the bread. 

Although, as I have said, I suffered 
greatly from hunger while occupying 
this house, there were one or two 
things I observed through the keyhole 
or from the windows which made me 
laugh, nnd some of the Incidents that 
occurred during my voluntary Impris- 
onment were really funny. 

From the keyhole I could see, for In- 
stance, a shop window on the other 
side of the street, several houses down 
the block. All day long German sol- 
diers would be passing in front of the 
house nnd I noticed that practically 
every one of them would stop in front 
of this store window nnd look In. Oc- 
casionally a soldier on duty bent would 
hurry past, but I think nine out of ten 
of them were sufficiently Interested to 
spend nt least a minute, nnd. some of 
them three or four minutes gazing at 
whatever was being exhibited in that 
window, although I noticed that It 
failed to attract the Belgians. 

I have a considerable streak of curi- 
osity In me, nnd I couldn't help won- 
dering what it could be in that window 
which almost without exception 
seemed to interest Germnn soldiers but 
failed to hold the Belgians, nnd nfter 
conjuring my brains for a while on the 
problem I came to the conclusion that 
the shop must have been a book-shop 
and the window contained German 
magazines, which, naturally enough, 
would be of the greatest Interest to 
the Germans but of none to the Bel- 
gians. 

At any rate I resolved that as soon ns 
night came I would go out and in- 
vestigate the window. When I got the 
answer I laughed so loud that I was 
afraid for the moment I must have at- 
tracted the attention of the neighbors, 
but I couldn't help It. The window 
was filled with huge quantities of 
snusage I The store wns a butcher 
shop and one of the principal things 
they sold apparently was sausage. The 
display they made, although it con- 
sisted merely of sausages piled In the 
window, certainly had plenty of "pull- 
ing" power. It "pulled" nine Ger- 
man's out of ten out of their course nnd 
Indirectly "pulled" me right across the 
street I The idea of those Germans be- 
ing so Interested In that window dis- 
play as to stand In front of the win- 
dow for. two, three or four minutes at 
a time,? however, certnlnly seemed 
funny to me, and when I got back to 
the house I sat at the* keyhole again 
and found Just ns much Interest as 
before In watching the Germans stop 
In their tracks when thoy reached tho 
window, even though I was now aware 
what the attraction was. 

One of my chief occupations during 
these days was catching files, I would 
catch a fly, put him in a spider's web 



(there wero plenty of them In the old 
house), and sit down for the spider to 
(fome down and get him. But alwagp I 
pictured myself In tho same predica- 
ment and rescued the fly just ns the 
spider was about to grab him. Several 
times when things were dull I was 
tempted to see the tragedy through, 
but perhaps the same Providence that 
guided me safely through all perils 
was guarding, too, the destiny of those 
files, for I always weakened nnd the 
flies never did suffer from my lust for 
amusement 

The house was well supplied with 
books— In fact, one of the choicest li- 
braries I think I ever saw— but they 
were ull written either In Flemish or 
French. I could read no Flemish and 
very little French. I might have made 
a little headway with the latter, but 
the books all seemed too deep for me 
and I gave it up. There was one thing 
though that I did read and reread 
from beginning to end; that was a 
New York Herald which must have ar- 
rived just about the time war was de- 
clared. Several things In this In- 
terested me, nnd particularly the base- 
ball scores, which I studied with as 
much care as a real fan possibly could 
an up-to-date score. I couldn't refrain 
from laughing when I came to an ac- 
count of Zimmerman (of the Cubs) 
being benched for some spat with the 
umpire, and It afforded me Just ns 
much interest three years after it had 
happened— perhaps more — than some 
current Item of world-wide interest 
had at that time. 

I rummaged the house many times 
from cellar to garret In my search for 
something to eat, but the harvest of 
three years of war had made any suc- 
cess along that lino impossible. I was 
like tlie man out in the ocean in a boat 
and thirsty with water everywhere but 
not a drop to drink. 

I was tempted while in the city to 
go to church one Sunday, but my better 
Judgment told me It would be a useless 
risk. Of course, someone would surely 
say something to me nnd I didn't 
know how many Germans would be 
there or what might happen, so I gave 
up that Idea. 

During all the time I was concealed 
In this house I saw but one automobile 
and that w*as a German staff officer's. 
That same afternoon I had one of the 
frights of my yOung life. 

I had been gazing out of the keyhole 
ns usiihl when I heard coming down 
the street the measured trend of Ger- 
mnn soldiers. It didn't sound like very 
mnny, but there, wns -no doubt In my 
mind that German . soldiers wero 
marching down the street. I went up- 
stairs nnd peeked through the window 
nnd sure enough n squad of German In- 
fantry was coming down the street 
accompanied by n military motor 
truck. I hadn't the slightest Idea that 
they we$c coming nfter me, but still 
the possibilities of the situation gave 
me more or less alarm, nnd I consid- 
ered how I could make my escape If 
by chance I was the man they wero 
nfter. The Idea of hiding In the wiue 
cellar appealed to me as the most 
practical; there must have been 
plenty of places among the wine kegs 
und cases where a man could conceal 
himself, but. as a matter of fact, I did 
not believe that any such contingency 
would nrlse. 

The marching soldiers came nearer, 
I could hear them at the next house. 
In a moment I would see them pass 
the keyhole through which I was look- 
ing. ' 

"Haiti" 

At the word of command shouted by 
a junior officer the squad came to at- 
tention right In front of the house 1 

I wnlted no longer. Running down the 
stnlrs I flew Into tho wine cellar and 
although it wns almost pitch dark— 
the only light coming from a grating 
which led to the bnckynrd— I soon 
found a satisfactory hiding place in 
the extreme rear of tho cellar. I had 
had the presence of mind to leave the 
door of the wine cellar rijar, figuring 
that If the soldiers found a closed do'or 
they would be more apt to search for 
a fugitive behind it than If the door 
were open. 

My decision to get nway from that 
front door had been made and carried 
out none too soon, for I had only just 
located myself between two big wine, 
cases when I heard the tramp of sol- 
diers' feet marching up the front stoop, 
n crash nt the front door, a few hasty 
words of command which I did not un- 
derstand, nnd then the noise of scur- 
rying feet from room to room nnd such 
a banging nnd hammering nnd smash- 
ing nnd crashing that I could not make 
out what wns going on. 

If Iluyllger hnd revealed my hiding 
plnce to the Huns, ns I was now con- 
fident ho had, I felt that there was lit- 
tle prospect of their overlooking me. 
They would search the house from top 
to bottom and. If necessary, raze It to 
the ground before they would give up 
tho search. To escape from tho house 
through the backyard through the Iron 
grating, which I had no doubt I could 
force, seemed to bo thp logical thing 
to do, but the chances were that tho [ 
Huns had thrown a cordon around the I 
entire block before tho squad was sent , 
to the house. The Germans do these 
things In an efficient manner always. 
They take nothing for granted. 



My ono clinnce seemed to bo to stand 
pat In tho hope that; the officer In 
charge might possibly come to the con- 
clusion that he had arrived at tho 
houso too late— that the bird hud 
flown. 

My- position In that wine cellar was 
anything but. a comfortable one. Rats 
nnd mice were scurrying across tho 
floor and the smashing nnd crushing 
going on overhead wns anything but 
promising. Evidently those soldiers 
Imagined that I ought to bo hiding In 
the walls, for it sounded as though 
they wero tearing off tho walnscottlng, 
tho picture molding nnd, In fact, 
everything thnt they could tear or pull 
apart. 

Before very long they would finish 
their search upstairs nnd would come 
down to the basement. What they 
would do when they discovered tho 
wine I hnd no Idea. Perhaps they 
would let themselves loose on It aud 
give me my chance. With n bottle of 
wine lu each hand I figured F could put 
up a good fight In the dark, especially 
as I was becoming more nnd more ac- 
customed to It and could begin to dis- 
tinguish things hero nnd there, 'where- 
as when they entered tho pitchy dark- 
ness of the cellar, they would bo as 
blind ns huts In the sun. 

Perhaps It wns twenty minutes be- 
fore I heard what sounded like my 
death-knell to me; the soldiers were 
coming down tho cellnr steps! 1 
clutched a wine bottle In each hand 
nnd wnlted with bated breath. 

Tramp! Tramp! Tramp! In a mo- 
ment they would bo In tho cellar 
proper. I could almost hoar my henrt 
beating. The mice scurried across the 
floor by the scores, frightened no 
doubt by tho vibration aad noise made 
by the descending soldiers. Some of 
the creatures ran across me where I 
stood between two wine cases, but I 
was to*o much interested in bigger 
game to pay any nttcntlon to mice. 

Tramp! Trnmp! "Unit!" Agnin 
nn order wns given In Germnn, nnd al- 
though I did. not understand it I am 
willing to bless every word of it, be- 
cause It resulted In tho soldiers turn- 
ing right about face, marching up tho 
stairs again, through the hull and out 
of the front door and away I 

I could hardly believe my cars. It 
seemed almost too good to be true that 
they could have given up tho search 
Just ns they were about to come upon 
their quarry, but unless my cars de- 
ceived me that was what they had 
done. 

The possibility that tho whole thing 
might be n' German ruse did not escnpe 
me, and I remained In the cellnr for 
nearly nn hour nfter they hnd appar- 
ently departed before I* ventured to 
move, listening Intently In the mean- 
while for the slightest sound which 
would reveal the presence of a sentry 
upstnlrs. • 

Not hearing n sound I begun to feel 
that they had indeed given up the hunt, 
for I did not believe that a German

officer would be so considerate of his 
men as to try to trap me rather than 
.carry the cellar by force If they had 
the slightest idea that I was there. 

I took off my shoes and crept softly 
nnd slowly to the cellar steps nnd then 
step by step, placing my weight down 
gradually so ns to prevent the steps 
from creaking, I climbed to tho top. 
Tho sight thnt met my eyes as X 
glanced Into the kitchen told me the 
whole story. The wnter faucets had 
been ripped from tho sinks, the wnter 
pipes hnvelng been torn off, nnd 
gas fixtures,- cooking utensils und 
everything else , which contnlned even 
the smallest proportion of tho metals 



the Germans so bndly needed hnd been 
taken from tho kitchen. I walked up- 
stairs now with more confidence, feel- 
ing tolerably assured that the soldiers 
hadn't been after mo at all, but had 
been merely collecting metal and 
other materials which they expected 
an elaborate dwelling house like the 
one In which I was concealed to yield. 

Later I heard that tho Germans have 
taken practically every ounce of brass, 
copper and wool they could lay their 
hands on in Belgium. Even tho brass 
out of pianos has. been ruthlessly re- 
moved, the serious damage done to 
valuable property by the removal of 
only an insignificant proportion of 
metal never being taken Into consid- 
eration. I leurned, too, that all dogs 
over fourteen Inches high had been 
seized by the Germans. This furnished 
lots of speculation among the Belgians 
as to what use the Germans were put- 
ting tho nnimals to, the general Im- 
pression nppnrently being that they 
were being used for food ! 

This, however, seemed much less 
likely to me than that they were being 
employed ns dispatch dogs in the 
trenches, the same ns wo use theni on 
our side of tho line. They might pos- 
sibly kill the dogs nnd use their skins 
for lenther nnd their carcasses for tul- 
low, but I feel qulto sure that tho 
Iluns are by no menus so short of food 
thnt thoy have to eat dogs yet awhile. 

Indeed, I want to "repeat here what 
I have mentioned before; ft anyone has 
the Idea that this war can bo won by 
starving the Huns, he hasn't the slight- 
est Idea how well provided the Ger- 
mans nre In thnt respect They have 
considered their food needs In connec- 
tion with their resources for several 
years to come and they have gone nt 
It In such a methodical, systematic 
way, taking Into consideration every 
possible contingency, thnt provided 
there Is not nn nbsolutc crop failure, 
there Isn't the slightest doubt In my 
mind thnt thoy can Inst for yenrs, and 
the worst of It Is they are very cock- 
sure about It themselves. 

It Is true thnt the Germnn soldiers 
want pence. As I watched them 
through the keyhole In tho door I 
thought how unfnvorably they com- 
'pared with our men. They mnrched 
along the street without Inughter, with- 
out Joking, without' singing. It wns 
quite apparent .thnt the wnr Is tolling 
on them. I don't believe I snw a single 
Germnn soldier who. didn't look ns If 
ho hnd lost his best friend — and he 
probably had.' 

At the same time there Is a big dif- 
ference — certnlnly a difference of sev- 
eral yenrs — between wishing the wnr 
was over nnd giving up," and I don't 
believe the Germnn rank nnd file nny 
more thnn their lenders have tho slight- 
est Idea at this time of giving up nt 
nil. 

But to return to my experience 
while concealed In tho house. After 
the visit of the soldiers, which left 
the house in n wretched condition, 1 
decided thnt I would continue my Jour- 
ney towards tho frontier, particularly 
as I had gotten all I could out of Iluy- 
llger, or rather he hod gotten all he 
was going to get out of me. 

During my '-concealment In tho house 
I had made various sorties Into the 
city at night, and I wns beginning to 
feel more comfortable even when Ger- 
man soldiers were about. Through 
the keyhole' I .had studied very 
closely the gnlt of the Belgians, the 
slovenly droop thnt chnructerlzed most 
j of them, and their general appearance, 
nnd I felt that In my own dirty nnd un- 
shaven condition I must have looked 
as much like the average poor Belgian 
ns a man could. - The only thing thnt 
wns ngnlnst me wns my height. I was 
several Inches taller than even the 
tallest Belgians. I had often thought 
that red hnlr would have gone good 
with my name, but now, of course, I 
was mighty glad that I was not so 
endowed, for red-lialred Belgians are 
about as rare as German charity; 

There are many, no doubt, who will 
wonder why I did not get more help 
than I did nt this time. It Is enslly 
nnswered. When a man Is In hourly 
fenr of his life, and the country Is full 
of spies, as Belgium certainty wus, he 
Is not going to help Just anyone that 
comes along seeking nld. One of the 
Germnn's most successful wnys of trap- 
ping tho Belgians has been to pose as 
an English or French prisoner who has 
escaped, appeal to them for aid, Impli- 
cate as many as possible, and' then 
turn tho whole German police force 
looso^on them. As I look back on 
those days I think It remarkable that 
I received ns much help as I did, but 
when people are starving under tho 
conditions now forced upon those un- 
fortunate people, It is a great ten/pta- 
tlon to surrender theso escaped pris- 
oners to Germnn nuthorltles nnd re- 
celvo the hnndsomo rewards offered 
for them — or for alien spies, as I was 
classed at that time. 

Tho passport which I had described 
me as a Spanish sailor, but I was 
vefy dubious about Its vuluc. U I 
' could have spoken Spanish fluently It 
might have bcea worth something to 
me, but the few words I knew of tho 
language would not have carried mo 
very far if I had been confronted with 
a Spanish interpreter. I decided to 
uso the passport only as a last resort, 
preferring to act tho part of -a deaf 



and dumb Belgian peasant as far as 
It would carry me. 

Before I; finally left tho house I had 
a remarkable experience which I shall, 
remember as long as I live* 



CHAPTER XIV. 

A Night of Dissipation. 
During the first two days I spent 
with Huyllgcr after I had first arrived 
In the big city, he had told me, among 
other things, of a moving picture show 
in town which he s*ltf I might have a 
chance to see while-there. 

"It is free every night In the 'week 
except Saturdays nnd Sundays," bo 
snld, "and once you nre Inside you 
would not bo apt to bo bothered by 
anyone except when they come to tako 
your order for something to drink. 
While there Is no nc*raIsslon, patrons 
nro expected to eat or drink while en- 
Joying tho picture*." 

A day or two 1 titer, while walking 
the streets nt night In search for food,

Thnt settled all my hankerings for 
moving pictures that night "Where 
you came from, my friend," I figured,

The next day, however, In recalling 
the incident of tho evening before, It 
seemed to mo thnt I hnd been rather 
foolish. What I needed moro thnn 
nny thing else at that time was 
dence. Before I could get to the fr 
tier I would have to confront Ge 
soldiers many times,' becnuso 
were more of them between this city 
nnd Holland' thnn In nny section of the 
country through which I hnd so far 
traveled. Snfety In theso conting- 
encies would depend largely upon the 
calmness I displayed. It wouldn't do 
to get nil excited at the mere sight of 
a spiked helmet Tho Belgians, I hnd 
noticed, while careful to obey tho 
orders of the nun?, showed no pnrtlc- 
ulnr fenr of them, and It seemed to 
mo* the sooner I cultivated the same 
feeling of Indifference the bettor I 
would be able to curry off tho part I 
was playing. 

For this reason I made up my mind 
then and there thnt, officers or no of- 
ficers, I would go to thnt show thnt, 
night nnd sit it through no matter 
what happened. While people mny 
think that I had decided unwisely be- 
cause of the unnecessary risk Involved 
in the adventure. It occurred to mo 
that perhaps nfter all that theater was 
about one of tho safest places I could 
attend because that was about the last 
place Germans would expect to find a 
fugitive English officer In even If they 
were searching for roc. 

As soon ns even'ng came, therefore, 
I started out for flie theatre. I fixed 
myself up ns well as possible. I had 
on a fairly decent pair of pants which 
Iluyllger hnd given mo nnd I used n 
clean hundkerchlef! ns a collar. 

'With my hnlr Crushed up nnd my 
heard trimmed a* neatly as possible 
with a pair of runty scissors which I 
hod found In tho bouse, while ray'np- 
pearance was not exactly thnt of a 
Benu Brumraol, I don't think I looked 
much worse thnn tho average Belgian, 
In* these dnys tho average Belgian is 
very poorly dressed nt best. 

I can't suy I had no misgivings as 1 
mode my way to tho theatre ; . cer- 
tainly I was going there more for dis- 
cipline thnn pleasure, but I had made, 
up my mind that I was going there to' 
see It through. 

The entrauco to the theatre or beer 
garden, for It was as much one ns tho 
other, was on tho side of tho building 
nnd wns renched by wny of nn alley 
which ran alongside. Near tho door 
wns a ticket-seller's booth, but as this 
wns ono of • the free nights there was* 
no one in tho booth. 

I mnrched slowly down the alley 
Imltntlng ns best I could thti Indiffer- 
ent gait of tho Belgians, nnd when I 
entered the thcutur endeavored to act 
ns though I hnd been there many times 
before. A busty survey of the layout

recently. The completion of this great 
inland waterway, which required 18 
years to build and involved tho ex- 
penditure of approximately $150,000.- 
000, will be a wonderful boon to war- 
time transportation. It will relieve 
the railroads of a tremendous quan- 
tity of nonperlshnblo freight. Its ca- 
pacity Is estimated at ten million tons 
annually, which Is the equivalent of 
■half -a million carloads. 

The canal Is made up of four different 
channels, all of which have the same 
general dimensions, the depth being 
about 12 feet and width varying from 
"•^rSJcct In earth sections of "land line" 
to n Minimum of 200 /oet In the beds 
of canalized rivers and lakes. These 
chnnnels^ure: Tho Erie canal, or main 
line, between Buffalo nnd Troy; the 
Oswego, running from Syracuse to 
Lake Ontario; the CltampJnln, extend- 
ing from Troy up the Hudson to Lake 
Chainplaln, and the Cayuga-Seneca, 
connecting the so-called "Finger- 
Lakes" with the main channel. By 
means of the Hudson river, New York 
city and the municipalities and vil- 
lages south of Albany are brought Into 
touch with the system. 

This new channel was constructed In 
accordance with principles radically 
different from those which governed on 
old canals. On these old channels the 
Idea was to keep the hillside above the 
rivers and streams and to use -animal 
power for towing purposes. In the 
present work, however, the practice In 
vogue on the Continent, where the low- 
water routes available In natural 
streams are used, has been followed 
wherever practicable; In fact, the 
larger part of the new system consists 
of the canalization of the rivers and 
lakes. 

Locks and Dams Built 
In order to make navigation possible 
on the rivers nnd lakes It was neces- 
sary to maintain n specified minimum 
depth and provide what Is. termed 
"slack-water navigation." This was 
accomplished by the construction of 
dams and locks, the dams holding the 
water at a more or less fixed elevation 
above the level of the stream and the 
locks permitting the barges to move 
from one level to another. Between 
Little Falls nnd Troy, on the Erie 
canal, ten darns have been constructed, 
which provide for nnvlgntlon on the 
canalized Mohawk river. Two of these 
structures arc of tho "fixed type" while 
eight are movable. These actually 
make the river a series of lakes, the 
water between tho dams being prac- 
tically level and ordinarily without 
much current. A lock Is constructed at 
one side of each dam to enable tho 
barges to pass from the different lev- 
els. . 

•Many travelers across tho state have 
wondered at the movable dams which 
appear to be steel bridges, yet have 
no approaches. • This typo of struc- 
ture was necessary, however, because 
from tho bridge floor of each' structure 
tho controlling works,- which swing 
underneath, are operated. These works 
consist of heavy steel frames and gates 
which may be lowered or raised at 
will by operating electric winches run- 
ning on the bridge floor of the dam.

Iroy c„m. These structures have 
been called the world's greatest series 
of hlgh-Ilft locks and their lift Is dou- 
ble tnat of the locks In the Panama 
canal from gen level to summit 

One of the highest lift locks In tho' 
world is located at Little Falls, where 
the difference in pool elevntlon Is '40% 
reet. This massive structure has con- 
crete walls, which stand 80 feet high 
nnd nre 30 feet wide at the base. The 
lower gate Is of the lift type and Is 
raised and lowered, Instead of being 
Hwung open and shut as are the gates 
on other locks. 

In the operation of all locks the wa- 
ter Is admitted to and drawn from the 
chamber by means of culverts run' 
nlng through the side walls, and tho 
openings have been so designed that 
the filling and emptying of the cham- 
ber Is only a matter of a few minutes. 
' The locks are all electrically op- 
erated and the chambers are filled or 
emptied while the gates and valves 
are opened or closed by simply turn- 
ing a lever. Safety devices are also 
arranged so that errors In operation or 
navigation are practically eliminated. 
The Erie canal Is spanned by 232 
bridges, of which HO are railroad cross- 
ings. *Tbe clearance under these struc- 
tures must be at least 1594 feet. 

Guard Against Accident. 
In the "land line," guard gates have 
been provided which nre located about 
ten miles apart. These are steel struc- 
tures, suspended from towers and may 
be lowered to hold the water, In case 
of emergency, such as might exist If nn 
embankment became weakened or any 
similar accident made It desirable to 
unwater any section of the channel. 
Numerous culverts and spillways 
which keep the wuter from overflow- 
ing the banks huve been provided nnd 
n hundred million yards of earth nnd 
rock huve been removed, while three 
million yards of concrete have been 
placed. 

Willi? the actual construction porlOd 
has been about 18 years, this, consider- 
ing the magnitude and ramifications of 
the work, Is a very short time. The 
many structures and tho nature of the 
territory through which the different 
channels run has made this one of the 
really Important engineering undertak- 
ings of the nge, and the construction 
details have been the" most extensive, 
the plans alone being some of tho most 
elaborate and complete ever drawn up 
for any large construction work. . 

The cost of handling freight on the 
railroads, before recent Increases went 
Into effect, varied from two to seven 
mills per ton per mile, tho average be- 
ing between three nnd six mills per 
ton* mile. It Is now estimated that this 
figure will be reduced more than one- 
half on the new canal system, owing to 
the larger barges and the thoroughly 
up-to-date facilities. The method of 
propulsion Used Is by power honts 
driven. either by steam, electricity or 
the Internal combustion engine, nnd It 
has already, .been determined from 
trial trips that the speed which may bo

f Food Administrator Writes Presi- 
dent America Conserved 141,- 
000,000 |ushels Wheat. 

CREDIT DUE TO WOMEN. 

^leat and Fat Shipments Increased" by 
844,600,000 Pounds. 








Conservation measures applied by 
the American people, enabled the Unit- 
ed Stntes to ship to the Allied peoples 
nnd to our own forces overseas 141,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and 844.G00.- 
000 pounds of meat during the pasi 
year, valued in nil at $1,400,000,000. 
This was accomplished In the face of a 
serious food shortage in this country, 
bespeaking the wholeheartedness and 
patriotism with which the Amerlcau 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 

Food Administrator Iloover, In a let- 
ter to President Wilson, explains how 
the situation was met The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of wheat 
during 1017-18 nnd the shipment of 
meat during 1917-18. 

The total value of- all food ship- 
ments to Allied destinations amounted 
to $1,400,000/000, all this food being 
bought through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration. These 
figures are all based on ofllclal reports 
nnd represent food exports for the 
harvest year that closed June 80, 1018. 

The shipments of meats and fats 
(Including meat products, dairy prod- 
ucts, vegetable oils, etc.,) to Allied des- 
tinations were as follows:*,. 
Fiscal year 1010-17.... 2,160,n00.000 lbs. 
Fiscal year 1017-18.... 3,011,100,000 lbs. 



A BOX FROM HOME 



Increase '. 844,000,000 fa s. 

Our slaughterable animals at the be- 
ginning of the last fiscal year were not 
appreciably larger than the year be- 
fore and particularly In hogs; they 
were probably less. The - lucrdnse in 
shipments Is due to conservation and 
the extra weight of animals added by 
our farmers. 

The full effect of these efforts began 
to benr their best results In the last 
half of the fiscal year, 'when the ex- 
ports to the Allies were 2. KM, 100.000 
pounds, as against l,200.fi00,000 pounds 
In the same period of the year before. 
This compares with an average of 
801,000,000 pounds of total exports foi 
the same half years In the three-year 
pre-war period. 

In cereals and cereal products re- 
duced to terms of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations have 
been : 

Fiscal year 1910-17.. 250.000,000 bushels 
Fiscal year 1917-18.. 34O.S00.OO0 bushels 



Increnso 80,000,000 bushels 

Of these cereals our shipments of 
the prime brendstuffs In the fiscal year 
1017-1S to Allied destinations were: 
Wheat 131,000,000 bushels and of rye 
18,000,000 bushels, u total of 144.000,- 
000 bushels. 

The exports to Allied destination! 
during the fiscal year 1010-17 were: 
Wheat * 135,100,000 bushels nnd rye 
2,300,000 bushels, a total of 137,400,000 
bushels. In addition some 10,000,000 
.bushels of 1917 wheat are now In port 
for Allied destinations or en route 
thereto. The total shipments to Allied 
countries from our last harvest of 
whpat will be therefore, about 141,000,- 
000 Vashels, or a total of 154,900,000 
bushels of prime brendstuffs. In ad- 
dition to this we have shipped some 
10,000,000 bushels to neutrals depend- 
ent upon us, nnd we have received 
■ome imports from other .quarters. 

•'This accomplishment of our people 
In this matter stands out even more 
clearly If we bear In mind that we had 
available In the fiscal year 1010-17 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our nonnn 1 consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on our home loaf," Mr. 
Hoover said. "This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we had available from net 
carry-over and production and imports 
only Just about our normal consump- 
tion. Therefore our wheat shipments 
to Allied destinations represent ap- 
proximately savings from our own 
wheat bread. 

"These figures, however, do not fully 
convey the volume of the effort and 
sacrifice made during the pnst year 
by the whole American people. De- 
spite the magnificent effort of our agri- 
cultural population in planting a much 
Increased acreage In 1017, not only was 
there a very large failure In wheat, 
but also the corn failed to mature prop- 
erly, and our corn Is our dominant crop. 

"I am sure," Air. Hoover wrote in 
concluding his report, "that all the 
millions of our people, agricultural as 
well as urban, who have contributed 
to these results should feel a very 
definite satisfaction that In a year of 
universal food shortages in the north, 
ern hemisphere ull of those peoplo 
Joined together against Germany hove 
come through Into sight of the coming 
harvest not only with wealth and 
strength fully maintained, but with 
Tonly^temporary.periodSxOf.hai:dshlp.«". 

"It Is difficult to distinguish between 
various sections of our people — the 
homes, public entlng places, food 
trades, urban or agricultural popula- 
tions— in assessing credit for these re- 
sults, but no one will deny the domi- 
nant part of the American women."

Food savings of millions of Americans during our first year of war enabled this govern- 
ment to send enormous food shipments abroad for our fighting forces and the Allied nations.

America's new sugar ration of two 
pounds ii month per person Is equita- 
ble when compared with the sugar ra- 
tion enforced by rigid governmental 
order In England, France nnd Italy, na- 
tions with which we are sharing sugar. 

Each Allied nation — In the mutter of 
sugar consumption — Is sharing on near- 
est possible equal terms the hardships 
Imposed by greatly altered conditions 
In the world sugar situation. 

Formerly classed as u luxury, sugar 
Is now n war time essential. The fair 
nnd Just division of this essential Is 
In the hands of the various Allied 
food controllers. 

The United States Food Administra- 
tion has asked this nation to observe 
a voluntary sugar ration of two 
pounds per person u month. 

In the other countries at war with 
G0rmnny sugar Is one of the scarce 
urtlcles on every menu — whether In 
the households of both rich and poor, 
or In the hotels. 

England today has a sugar ration 
of two pounds per month per person. 
In France the ration is a pound nnd a 
half and In Italy It Is one pound a 
month. And the prices In allied coun- 
tries are from two to three times as 
high us In America. 

If you go to a hotel In England or 
France these dnys nnd order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with It. If you want sugar you must 
bring It with you. 

In Englnnd it Is allowable to use 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugar In 
the preparation of each luncheon. In 
France ninny persons carry little sac- 
charine tablets about with them for 
use In hotels nnd In England rich and 
poor must take their sugar with them 
If they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 

Before the war started France had 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc- 
tion. By 1017 the French sugar acre- 
age had decreased to 180.000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with n 
sugnr card has no assurance whatever 
that he or she will be able to actually 
buy sugar. To buy It, one must first 
find It 

Italy Has "State Sugar." 

Especially drastic regulations govern 
the use of sugur In Italy. Its manu- 
facture, distribution and sale ore close- 
ly controlled, and In part actually 
taken over by the state. 

Saccharine Is permitted to he sold 
nnd used as a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix- 
ture of saccharine and sugar called 
"State Sugar," which Is Inrgely used. 

German Sugar Ration Adequate, 
Germany, before the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. Today the German* 
•ha-ve ..virtually,- gone ^ out qt the export, 
business. Hut have plenty of" cheap 
sugar for home use. 

Wholesale prices prevalent In thf 
Allied nations; according to Informa- 
tion received by the United States 
Food Administration are ns follows: 
England, 10 cents n pound; France. 
12 cents; Itnly, 20 cents. 

While these high prices are being 
pnld abroad the -American wholesule 
prtce Is belug held at 7Va cents. 





War Time Sweeteners 

MERICA has several excellent war time sweet- 
eners that will be used largely during the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 

They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in preparing des- 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 
When a cup of syrup or honey is used 
to replace a cup .of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be decreased one-fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 
half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table- 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 

Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals' 
Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 

Preserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 

If sugar is used one-half of the amount may be replaced 
by another sweetener. n 

Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap- 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 

When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sugar in the form of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. Thev 
should be used freely. Desserts where sugar is scarce 
may be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and 
...cakes.

The moving charge to the subscriber will 
be the actual cost of labor and material nec- 
essary for making the change. 

"In accordance with Bulletin No. 2, issued by me 
August 1, 1918, stating that 'until further notice the 
telegraph and telephone companies shall continue 
operation in the ordinary course of business through 
regular channels, in all cases where rate adjustments 
are pending or immediately necessary, they should 
be taken up by the company involved through the 
usual channels and action obtained wherever possible, 
in all cases, however, where rates are changed such .

JAIL FOR DRAFT DODGERS 

Amendment Designed to Reach Evad- 

era and Punish Disloyal Talk 

Passed by Senate. 

Washington, Sept. 11.— An amend- 
ment to the espionage act designed to 
reach draft slackers and to punish 
disloyal talk was passed on Monday 
by, the senate after brief debate and 
sent to the house. It fixes a maximum 
penalty of 20 years' Imprisonment or 
a fine of $10,000 or both, for making 
false reports or statements with Intent 
to Interfere with the success of the 
United States military or naval opera- 
tions. The penalties would apply to 
whoever attempts to obstruct the sale 
of United States war securities or to 
whoever promotes insubordination, 
disloyalty, mutiny or refusal to per- 
form duty, or to those who In any way 
injure the United States In the prose- 
cution of the war. 



London. Sept. 7.— Although the Brit- 
ish government does not Intend to 
adopt the practice of giving proof of 
official utterances made by Its minis- 
ters, It has been thought desirable to 
print In newspapers the names of the 
commanding * officers of 150 German 
submarines which have been disposed 
of. 

This Is In order to substantiate the 
statement of Fremicr. Lloyd George in 
the house of commons that "at least 
150 of these ocean pests have been 
destroyed." 

A majority of the 150 officers men- 
tioned are dead. Some are prisoners 
of war, and a few are Interned in neu- 
tral countries where they took refuge. 
Among the ofllcers named are: 
Kapltan Lieutenant Schwelgcr, who. 
while In command of the U-20, torpe- 
doed the Lusltnnla In May, 1015. The 
U-20 was lost on the Danish const In 
1010, but Schwelgcr survived and was 
In command of the U-S0, which was 
lost with all hands In September, 1017. 
Kapltan Lieutenant Paul Wagen- 
fukr, who sank- the steamer Belgian 
Prince July 31,. 1017, and drowned 40 
of the crew, whom he had ordered to 
line up on the submarine's deck when 
the U-hont was about to submerge. Ills 
submarine, the U-4-1, was sunk with all 
hands about n fortnight later. 

Kapltan Lieutenant Rudolph Schnel- 
den, who torpedoed the steamer Arabic 
In August, 1015.

U. S. SAILORS BEAT "REDS" 

Bluejackets Help Allies Capture Town 

Near Archangel — Cut Way 

Through Enemy. 

Archangel, Sept. 11.— A detachment 
of American bluejackets was among 
the allied forces fighting recently in 
the vicinity of Oberserekaya, which re- 
sulted in the capture of the town. 

The Americans successfully extricat- 
ed themselves from a dangerous pre- 
dicament when surrounded by the en- 
emy. 

The Americans' part of the expedi- 
tion approached the town from the 
irenr some time in advance of other 
•forces moving In another direction. 

Completely surrounded, the Amer- 
icans fought their way through, but 
found themselves Imbedded In deep 
swamps through which they struggled 
for more than two days. 



WILSON SAVES 10 NEGROES 

Death Sentences Commuted to Life 

Imprisonment— Six Other Rioters 

to Die. 

Washington, ' Sept. C— Death sen- 
tences of ten negro soldiers •who par- 
ticipated In the riot at Ilouston. Tex., 
August 23, 1017, have been commuted 
to life Imprisonment by President 
Wilson. 

This action, announced on Wednes- 
day by the war department, concludes 
the cases of 20 negroes given the death 
penalty for their part in the riot. Thir- 
teen were executed, and the president 
was called upon to review the findlags 
In 10 cases. 

In six other cas*s the president af- 
firmed the death sentences because 
the condemned men had been found* 
guilty of having deliberately and with 
great cruelty murdered citizens. 



Attempt to Delay Nation-Wide Prohl. 
bltlon Until 1920 Falls— Manufac- 
turers of Soft Drinks to 
Get Less Fuel. 

Washington, Sept. 0.— Manufacture 
of teer In the United States will be 
prohibited after December 1 next as a 
war measure. 

The food administration announced 
on Friday that the manufacture of 
beer and other innlt. liquors will be 
prohibited after December 1, as a war 
measure. 

This announcement said the deci- 
sion had been renched at conferences 
between President Wilson and repre- 
sentatives of the fuel, food and rail- 
road administrations and the war In- 
dustries board. Immediate suspension 
of the purchase of grains for malting 
purposes was ordered. 

The $12,000,000 emergency agricul- 
tural appropriation bill* with Its rider 
for national prohibition from next July 
1 until the American armies oro de- 
mobilized after the end of the wnrwas 
passed by tho sennto without a roll 
call. 

Before final passage of the measure 
the senate voted, 45 to 0, to. retain tho 
prohibition rider. A final effort to 
postpone the effective date of the dry 
legislation to December 30, 1010, was 
defented. 

The bill now goes to the house, and, 
Decnuse of the many amendments In- 
serted by tho senate, It undoubtedly 
will bo sent to conference. Prohibition 
leaders, however, expect the house to 
agree to the dry rider, so that there 
will be no possibility of changes being 
made by the senate and house mana- 
gers. 

Senators voting against retaining the 
dry legislation in the bill were Brnnde- 
gee of Connecticut, Gerry of Rhode 
Island, Phelan of California. Pome- 
rene of Ohio, Rnnsdcll of Loulslnnn 
nnd Underwood of Alnbamn. After 
passage of the bill the senate con- 
ferees—nil regarded friendly to tho 
legislation— were nppolnted: Gore of 
Oklnhoma, Smith of South Carolina, 
Smith of Georgia, Kenyon of Iowa and 
Franco of Maryland. How long the 
bill would bo In conference was re- 
garded doubtful. 

President Wilson's death decree for 
beer was based upon the need of con- 
serving grain for stock feed, the sup- 
ply of which hns been diminished by 
drought, of conserving fuel, of lessen- 
ing the transportation burden of the 
railways ,and of diverting the labor of 
nonessential Industry -to uses Inciden- 
tal to the conduct of the war. 

As n result of the president's action, 
tho supply of malt liquors is likely to 
be exhausted before tho country goes 
bone dry, July 1, under the terms of 
the "war prohibition" bill. 

The manufacturers of soft drinks 
nnd other beverages and the bottlers 
of mineral waters are also warned 
thnt they also will suffer curtailment 
of fuel and containers. Breweries and 
other plahts thus put out of business 
will be utilized by the government so 
far as possible for war purposes.

Thirty Persons Are Injured— Fifty 
Suspects Held by U. S. Govern- 
ment Officials. 

Chicago, Sept. 0.— A bomb placed In- 
side the entrance to the federal build- 
ing and post office hero on Wednes- 
day afternoon exploded with terrific 
violence, killing four -persons and In- 
juring thirty. /ImOng. the dead were 
a woman nnd a sMlor. 

This toll of death and Injury was 
the vengeance of the I. W. W. for tho 
conviction and 'prison sentences of 1)7 
of their number who conspired to 
block the government's war program. 
The trial was held in tho federal 
building. 

Definite blame for the outrage was 
•placed upon the organization by Phil- 
lip J. Barry, acting head of the de- 
partment of Justice In Chicago. Hun- 
dreds of federal operatives uod Ameri- 
can Protective league members were 
sent out to round up every known I. 
W. W. Fifty suspects were brought 
In, among them men who were said to 
have made threats against the govern- 
ment ufter the trial. 

Tho force of the explosion was ter- 
rific nnd many of those hurt were out- 
side or near the building at the time. 
Two horses standing near the entrance 
to the building were killed. Windows 
In nearby buildings were shattered. 

William D. Haywood, leader of the 
I. W. W. nnd under a 20-year sentence, 
was In tho building awaiting action 
on his appeal for bond at the time. 
He was Immediately seized by the offi- 
cers nnd questioned. He denied that 
any members of his organization could 
have placed the bomb. 



Former German Liner Was Torpedoed 
by U-Boat Whlle^ Homeward 
• Bound— Returned Safely 
to Port. 



Washington, Sept. 10.— Thirty-five 
persons, principally members of tho 
ttreroom crew of the U. S. S. Mount 
Vernon, formerly the Germnn liner 
ICronprlnzessIn Cecille, were killed 
when the ship was struck by a torpedo 
Thursday last, 200 miles off the French 
.coast, It was announced on Sunday by 
the navy department. " 

Tho official announcement states 
that Senator James Hamilton Lewis of 
Illinois was one of the passengers re- 
turning from Europe, nnd Is nmoug 
those reported safely landed. 

The Mount Vernon Is ono of the 
great German ships tnken over by?the 
United States, nnd hns been used as a 
transport. Sho was on her return to 
the United States when struck. 

The official dlspnteh from Vice Ad- 
miral Sims, however, states: 

"The torpedo struck the ship on the 
stn rhonrd side, flooding No. 4 flreroora, 
but the extent of the damage is not 
stated." 

The Mount Vernon hns an Interest- 
ing history. As tho ICronprlnzessIn 
Cecille sho was a well-known liner 
plying between the Amerlcnn nnd Eng- 
lish and French .ports. On her last 
attempted voyage to Cherbourg nnd 
Plymouth, sho was caught at sea by 
the declaration of wnr against Ger- 
many.' She had on board a consign- 
ment of gold bars nnd coin valued at 
$12,000,000 for account In Europe. 

She was lost for several days nnd 
It was supposed that she had been 
captured by one of tho cruisers of 
the British North Atlantic squndron. 
However^ she was mnneuvered out of 
sight and took advantage of a fog to 
dash back to the United States' coast. 
She loomed out of n fog one morning 
on Bar Harbor and got safely within 
the three-mile limit of the United 
States.

Washington, Sept. 7.— Gen. Enoch 
Crowder, provost mnrshal general, 
said on Thursday that the national se- 
lective service machinery must speed 
up operations Immediately, to make It 
possible to get men from the new 
eighteen to forty-five registration on 
the wny to nrmy cantonments by the 
end of October. 

Outlining changes In methods adopt- 
ed to thnt end, General Crowder said 
questionnaires would go out to regis- 
trants before the drawing has been 
conducted to determine their order of 
call, nnd thnt local boards would he 
urged to begin classification immedi- 
ately. 



Vladivostok, Sept. 10.— The Japanese 
military stair has been Informed that 
the Czecho-Slovaks hold the railway 
from Olevyannn to Penza.

With the British Armios in France 
Sept 10.— Held Marshal Holg's forces 
ndvnnced In the area west and north- 
west of St. Quentln and tire now five 
miles from tho Hlndenburg Hue. They 
are still pressing forwnrd. 

Furious Fighting Reported. 
London, Sept. 10.— Furious fighting 
developed along the St. Quentln front, 
as well as farther south In the region 
of the St. Gobuin forest, where the 
Germans, at bay along the Hlndenburg 
line, are reacting violently with a great 
concentration of artillery and machine 
guns. 

Field Marshal Halg, however, an- 
nounces an ridvnnee of about a mile In 
tlie direction of La Catalet. The Brit- 
ish attacked over a four-mile front 
from Hnrrincourt.wood to Epehy, and 
drove forward to and occupied the de- 
fensive system Yrom which they re- 
tired last March. Goureuucourt wood 
was captured and the high ground 
overlooking the village of that name. 
Repulse Counter-Attacks. 
The British report mentions strong 
enemy counter-attacks at many places, 
all of which were repulsed. 
. With the Germans practically, hack 
In the Hlndenburg line and the allies' 
armies worn by the rapid advance and 
heavy fighting of the last week, It Is 
believed 'a pause In the offensive Is 
due. Heavy storms are sweeping. the 
battlefields, retarding the forward 
movement of supporting artillery. The 
heavy guns, It Is pointed out, ure In- 
dispensable In an attack on so strong 
a position as the Hlndenburg line. 
British Shell St. Quentln. 
St. Quentln is, however, In reach of 
long range guns, and die shelling is 
bound to Interfere with the enemy's 
troop and supply movements from 
that great base. 

Generally speaking, the British 
armies are now about five miles away 
from the center of tho Germuns' much 
boasted defense system. 

Where" the British troops have ad- 
vanced they have at many times come 
upon patches of ground where torn 
bodies of men, broken machine guns, 
dented helmets, equipment, cartridge 
cases and clips, are all mixed up to- 
gether as though they had passed 
through some gigantic struggle. 

British forces have advanced to the 
east of Bolsel, about seven miles cast 
of Pennine, and Itolsel now Is under a 
heavy lire from the German long range 
guns. . 

French Cross Crozat Canal. 
Pniis, Sept. 1U. — With the nllles 1m-; 
mediately before or uppronchlng the 
Hlndenburg line, the enemy Is begin- 
ning to react, more violently with, his 
artillery. Nevertheless the French ure 
pushing ahead In the region where the 
line has not yet been attained and are 
hurdly five miles from St. Quentln, 
their guns following the Infantry" up 
speedily. The war office 'statement" 
says 'that north of the Somme French 
troops have advanced In the direction 
of Clastrcs and have occupied I.a 
Motte farm, famous for fierce combats 
last year. 

French troops also have crossed the 
Crozat canal near Liez, three miles 
suutlfwest of Vendeull; and' eight de- 
tachments are, operating -close to La 

Fere. 

Two strong' German counter-attacks 
were repulsed In" the Laffaux region, 
northeast of Soissons, where the 
Chemln des Dames Is menaced. The 
French- took SO prisoners belonging to 
five different regiments. 

The Germans are' hurriedly strength- 
ening their defenses around Luon, ac- 
cording to La Llberte. 

On. the British front the ndvance, It 
"is pointed out, has entirely freed 
Amiens from gunfire, the only attacks 
on this base line being by alrplaues. 
Fresh Troops Arrive. 
American Headquarters Between the 
Allette and the Atone, Sept. 10.— The 
French and American troops have evi- 
dently reached a Hue beyond which 
the enemy considers they cannot be 
allowed to advance with safety to his 
defenses, and ho has thrown himself 
against this new line with- an energy 
which discloses tho arrival of fresh 
troops. " ' . 

: British Capture Towns. 
London, Sept. 0.— With the capture 



of the villages of Villevegue and St. 
Emllle and the greater part of Horrln- 
cdurt, announced by Field Marshal 
Halg, tile British have moved their 
lines to within six miles; and a quarter _ 
west of St Quentln (at Villevegue). 
and' five, and a half miles of Le Cnte- 
lct (at St. Emllle), the town ln^tho 
main Hlndenburg defense line; half- 
way between St. Quentln and Cam- 
brul. 

Havrlncourt wood . Is the formidable 
nnturnl position which has been h'old- 
lhg^;up;tlie; British, advance for days 
astride tho Bapuume-Cambral high 
road. 

British Take 19,000 Prisoners. 
More than 10,000 prisoners were. 
taken by the British In. France during 
the first .week of September, Field 
Mnrshal Halg announces In his report. 
French Make New Gains. 
Purls. Sept 9.— French troops have 
captured the village of Mennessls, 
about four . miles north of Tergnler, 
and on the St. Quentln canal. Further 
south they have, penetrated to the 
northern fringe of the St. Gobnln for- 
est, up to the outskirts of the village 
of Servnis, according to. the French 
communication. 

Allies at Hlndenburg Line. 
The retirement of tho Germans has 
brought the nllles practically to the 
Hlndenburg line from Ypres toltelms. 
That defense, however, has been over- 
run by tlie allies in the north. In the 
south the French have punctured the 
line to the west of. St. Gobnln. There' 
nre indications thut the German com- 
mand, has lost hope of being able to 
stand at this defense system this win- 
ter. 

Foe Resists French. 
The nlllcd ndvance continues along 
the entire front In the direction of 
Cumbrdi. St Quentln, La Fere, Anlzy- 
Le-Chateau, and the Chemln des 
Dames. According to the latest advices 
the French and British troops never- 
theless are meeting with stubborn re- 
sistance. In which Intense artillery ac- 
tivity Is being cnrrled out. 

This resistance is taken as nn Inden- 
tion that the enemy Intends to make a 
stand along this line, which roughly 
follows the old Hlndenburg Intrench- 
ments. 

General Humbert's army still con- 
tinues Its pressure ngalnst Le Fere. 
Yanks Drive'Foe From Alsne. 
With the French Armles'in. the Field, 
Sept. 0. — French reconnolterlng par- 
ties east of Solssons advanced to the 
River Alsne north of Brenelle and 
Chnssemy. Further east advanced 
Franco-American elements reached the 
Canal Lateral; which runs along the 
south bank of the Alsne, and are fac- 
ing the positions on the north bunk 
from which the Germans are firing 
machine guns. ; 

General Mangln's forces, after re- 
pulsing two violent counter-nttacks 
launched by Prussian guards against 
the Mont des Tomhes, mude further 
progress east of Leullly, northeast of 
Solssons. 

French Cross the Somme. 
General Humbert's men crossed the 
Somme at Epanuncourt during the 
night, occupying several points on the 
east bank.. Further south the advnnco 
continued during the morning with 
greater facility than the day before 
between the Olse and tho Autre'court 
heights. 

The' passage of the Somme wns ef- 
fected after a series o'f shorn engage- 
ments In which the German mountain 
troops' contested vigorously every foot 
of groupd. 

Yanks Win South of Alsne. 
Paris. Sept. 7. — South of the Alsne 
the American troops have made fur- 
ther progress in the region of Vlllers- 
en-Prayeres and Bevlllon. The French 
advance east. of the Canal du Nord at 
some places has flenched a depth of 
more than ten kilometers. 

French WlnTown of Ham. 
Paris, Sept 7.— Tlie French have oc- 
cupied all their old trenches along the 
whole of the front to the north of the 
Alsne river, nnd also have captured the 
towns of Ham and Chauny In the sali- 
ent southwest of St Quentln, says the 
ofilcfal communication. 

British Win on Wide Front. 
London, Sept* 7.— An advance of 
two to seven miles over a front of 
nearly twenty miles east of Peronne 
is .reported by Field Marshal Halg ns 
tho result of n terrific blow delivered 
by Australian and English troops. 

Although the .Germans ( at most 
places fought with desperation, tho 
renewed onslaught forged steadily 
ahead on the southern end of the Brit- 
ish line with little pause. 

At hist reports from the front the 
British were still driving ahead, 
sweeping aside resistance, Inflicting 
heavy casualties on the enemy, and 
taking mnny prisoners. 

Americans Occupy Towns; 
With the American Forces North of 
the Vesle River, Sept 0.— Violent ex- 
plosions were heard along the line. 
Observers reported that they believed 
the Germans were destroying their 
ammunition dumps. 

Baz*oches and N Flsmette 'were, occu- 
pied by the Americans during the 
night These towns had been evacu- 
ated by the Germans, only two or 
three wounded men who had been 
abandoned being found.

DO WORK, AT HIGH PRESSURE 

Duties of War .Correspondents at the 
Front Are In the Highest De- 
cree- Exacting. 

Here are the conditions under which 
a war correspondent has to work : 

A great attack Is pending and In 
the black night the war correspond- 
ent journeys forth from S. H. Q. by 
car to some vantage point, from which 
he sees what he can of the action— 
and, even were visibility perfect, un- 
der conditions of modern war he could 
only hope to witness a tiny corner of 
the battle— picks up what facts he can 
at brigade, divisional, corps or army 
headquarters, and from the "walking 
wounded," who begin to stream down 
from the front within nn hour of 
"zero," studies his maps, nnd makes 
his hqtcs. Morning papers go to press 
early these days. So In the early aft- 
ernoon he Is whirled homeward, maybe 
through shell' fire, fifty, sixty or sev- 
enty miles, and then only, at tho end 
of a long, exhausting day, his work 
proper begins. He must sit down and 
write promptly a clear and comprehen- 
sive account of the day's doings, 
graphic, If possible, as complete- as 
may be, yet containing nothing that In- 
fringes on censorship rules. It Is* a 
task demanding the utmost concentra- 
tion from a mind and body alrendy 
fatigued.

... The National Geographic society Is- 
sues the following war geography bul- 
letin on. Montdldler, u few miles east 
of Amiens: 

"TJils little town, whoso history 
dates, bnck. to the ilrst millennium of 
UlO' Christian era; had a population 
of less than 5,000 at the beginning of 
the war, but It .was rich In historic 
associations. It Is said to have de- 
rived Its name from the fact that 
• Didler or Deslderius, the last of the 
Lombard kings,, was imprisoned hero 
in .774 by Chnrlemngne. It will be re- 
membered that Charlemagne, having 
put aside his first wife, Deslderius' 
daughter, took up. the quarrel of Pope 
Adrian I with the Lombard monarch, 
and after marching an army across 
the Alps, captured the erstwhile fa- 
ther-in-law's capital city, Tlclnum,' 
and took the vanquished ruler back 
| to France, where he died In captivity. 
"Montdldler is attractively situated 
on an eminence on the banks of the 
river. Don. It Is the capital of an ar- 
rondlssement In the department of 
the Somme, and Is 02 miles north of 
Paris by rail, and 23 miles southeast 
of Amiens. Its chief Industries be- 
fore the war were tanneries and the 
manufacture of zlnc-whlte. 

"When the tides of war finally re- 
cede It is probable that the three build- 
ings in which the citizens of Mont- 
dldler took the greatest pride will bo 
crumbling ruins. These are the church 
of St. Pierre, which was built before 
Columbus set sail on his voyage of 
discovery, and which contains a tomb 
nnd font of the eleventh century; the 
church of St. Sepulchre, a fifteenth 
century edifice, and the Palais do Jus- 
tice, formerly the city castle. In the 
Inst named building visitors before the 
war wore shown six unusually hand- 
some Brussels tapestries of the 
enteenth century.
